overall. Next, the team won both the varsity and 
junior varsity races at the Metro Championships 
with individual champions in each race. In 
Chattanooga, the squad 
secured a record thirtieth 
appearance in the State 
Meet with a second place 
finish in the Region 
Championship with 22 
individual personal bests. 
Although the team placed 
third in state, this finish 
was the school’s most 
successful since 1999. 
Tyler Ramsden and Michael Peters earned All- 
State honors, and the team returns six of seven 
varsity runners for the next season. 


A fter a summer of training that included a 
trip to Sewanee, the 2007 Cross Country 
season began with a win in the Drake 
Memorial with co-captains Tyler Ramsden, 
Baker Mulherin, and Matt 
Ractliffe claiming the top 
three spots.

T he 2007 MBA Football team had many telling firsts. Some 
of the biggest contributors to the first thirteen-win season in 
school history were the lineman on the offensive and defen- 
sive sides. Usually receiving little publicity, this group of dedicated 
men paved the way for a state championship and the first season 
with two 1000-yard rushers. The offensive line— led by Preston 
Bailey, Wesley Johnson, Robert Rolfe, Will Adams, Owen Lip- 
scomb, Joseph Sloan, Clark Benton, and Clay Money— enabled E.J. 
Vinsang and Christian Waddey to gain 1389 and 1025 rushing yards 
respectively. Spencer Wise threw for 983 yards to receivers Andrew 
Harris and Swan Burrus, tight end Joseph Sloan, and fullback Ben 
Bartholomew. Scott Bubis, Matt Ferrell, Reuben Thomas, and Jay 
Cole led the attack of a stingy MBA defense that allowed an average 
of only 7.3 points per game. Linebackers Alfonza Knight and Ben 
Bartholomew, as well as defensive ends Dane Daniels, Mike Byrge, 
and Andy McLaughlin consistently made plays to stop the run and 
pass while safeties Nathan Wade and Jas Rader provided additional 
support. Corners Reggie Ford and Tee Stumb, with occasional help 
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from E.J. Vinsang and Perry Webb, covered opposing wide receiv- 
ers and eliminated the pass threat from explosive offenses. Kicker 
Andrew Fletcher dominated the kicking game by making several key 
field goals in big games, including four in the state championship. 

Over the summer, the football team worked harder than 
ever. Coach Brock’s intense workouts tested and prepared the team 
to thrive throughout the long season. The new leadership of Coach 
McGugin coupled with the wisdom of Coach Elliott not only in- 
spired the team but also made them enjoy the game. The players of 
new coaches Counce II, Counce III, and Brock performed with the 
same discipline as the established coaches Redmond, Brown, Bar- 
clay, Moran, Golenor, and Sawyer; all coaches had their positions 
finely tuned. 

The 2007 Football team’s success was a team effort. Thanks 
to Mrs. Morrissey, Mr. Guth, and all who made the season a great 
success. The 2007 MBA football season will be remembered for a 
long time as one of the most dominant seasons in the school’s storied 
football history.

T his was a year of tremendous growth tempered with learning 
to deal with frustration and setback. With no seniors on the 
team, five juniors and a sophomore led by Team Captain Vic 
Goetz did our heavy lifting in inter-school 
competition. 

Our fitness training started in August under 
Coach Sharbel before school started with daily 
runs of three miles or more - we run to achieve 
a lower resting heart rate while shooting. By 
the end of the season, the team had lost well 
over a hundred pounds and no telling how 
many belt notches. 

Competition with other schools kicked 
off in September and continued through 
April. Every year for the past 13 years we 
have conducted an invitational tournament 
in October. The tournament, now known as 
the MBA Rifle Classic, started small and has 
grown nearly every year. It is now the largest high school sponsored 
tournament in the U.S. This year’s Classic had more than 400 entries 
repre.senting 72 high schools from 17 states. 

The Classic is an enormous undertaking staffed by our athletes, 
their parents, team alumni and coaches - no one works longer or harder 
than our athletes. It takes a day just to convert the gym to an air rifle 
range with 57 firing lanes. Nearly 3,000 targets are fired and scored 
and the results bulletin runs more than 40 pages. Chris Whitlock fired 
a 569/600 to lead our four-man team to a sixth place finish. 

Our setbacks came late in the season. The team ’s favorite competition 
of the year is an annual match with St. Louis University High School 
in March. The trip was cancelled the day of our departure by a sudden 
ice storm and there was no opportunity to reschedule. 

The other setback was a “wakeup call” loss to Blackman High 
School in the State Junior Olympic Qualification Round Match the 




first weekend of April. We had beaten Blackman earlier in the year 
and got blindsided in the QR which determines who represents 
Tennessee in the Junior Olympic National Team Championship 
fired in July. We fired a good score; however, 
Blackman fired a great score and deserved to 
win. This will be the first summer in seven 
years that we have not gone to the national 
match. That will give us something to chew 
on over the summer. 

We won half of our shoulder-to-shoulder 
matches and ended the season with a win in 
the State Championship - for the 12th year in 
a row. 

An individual highlight of the year was 
Vic Goetz earning an invitation to compete 
at the Olympic Training Center in Colorado 
Springs for the Junior Olympic Individual 
Air Rifle Championship. During three days 
of competition in early April against 80 of the top junior shooters in 
the nation, he placed in the middle of the pack but learned a great 
deal for next year. 

Two or our athletes, Chris Whitlock and Vic Goetz, were 
selected as members of the Tennessee High School All-State Rifle 
Team while Gray Taylor and Alex Fettroll were named All-State 
Honorable Mention. 

At the Spring Sports Assembly the following individuals were 
recognized for special contributions to the team: Bravo Squad 
Fitness Award - Franklin Gaglione; Alpha Squad Fitness Award 
-Vic Goetz; Most Improved Athlete - Alex Fettroll, and Most 
Valuable Rifle Athlete - Chris Whitlock. 

All our top shooters will be returning next fall determined to build 
on what we learned this year!

T he 2007-2008 season was the most successful ever 
in the history of the varsity swim team. Because the 
team was the largest swim team MBA has ever had, 
the Big Red was able to use its depth and senior leadership 
of Curtis Lovelace and Tyler Ramsden to blow by its 
opponents. The team ended the dual 
meet season undefeated with a record 
of 4-0, defeating strong teams such as 
Franklin, Ravenwood, and Smyrna. 

Also, defending region champion, 

Brentwood, timidly forfeited the duel 
meet against the Big Red rather than 
lose the meet. Riding the momentum 
from the regular season, MBA went on 
to win the Region Championships for 
the first time in ten years, scoring 344 
points to Brentwood’s 299. The team 
claimed second place in three relays as well as scoring 
huge points with nine individual scorers. Curtis Lovelace 
set new region records in the 100 Breaststroke and 200 1.M. 
with his first-place finishes. 

Two weeks later, the swim team gave another 
great performance at the State Championships. Competing 
against every school in the state, MBA swam to a second- 
place finish, a miraculous improvement from the 1 2th-place 
finish last year. This performance was MBA’s highest place 
ever at the meet. The meet got started with a second-place 
finish in the 200 Medley Relay with a team of Jack Murfee, 
Chase Lovelace, Curtis Lovelace, and Paschall Davis, 
barely missing the school record. Next, MBA displayed its 
dominance in the 200 I.M. with 3 swimmers in the finals. 


Freshmen Chase Lovelace and Jarvis Werkhaven came in 
2nd and 7th place respectively. Curtis won the event while 
setting a new state record. Junior Paschall Davis exerted 
strong force in the sprint events, claiming 3rd in both the 
50 and 100 Freestyle. His blazing 50 time was well under 
the school record. Pat Killian and 
Seth Akers-Campbell also contributed 
important points in the freestyle events. 
Sophomore Jack Murfee performed well 
in the 100 Backstroke, taking 4th place 
in a very fast event. In the last individual 
event, the 100 Breaststroke, MBA again 
dominated the field. Identical to the 
I.M., Chase and Jarvis came in 2nd and 
7th again with Curtis winning the event. 
Curtis’s time destroyed the state record 
and was the fastest high school time in 
the country. In the final event of the meet, MBA locked up 
its second-place finish with a 3rd in the 400 Free Relay. As 
a result of Curtis’ two state records, he was selected as the 
Tennessee high school swimmer of the year. 

Overall, the swim team had a fantastic year and 
exceeded expectations. First year coach, Mike Dobbs, and 
Coach Trembley really inspired the team by challenging 
everyone to higher goals. Look for more high finishes in the 
future as the young team builds on its rich traditions. Next 
year, watch out for Big Red swimmers to claim more state 
titles and challenge defending Champion Baylor for the team 
crown. —Curtis Lovelace, Class of 2008

T he 2007-2008 Big Red Varsity Wrestling team had an up and 
down season. Having lost a large class of seniors, several state 
placers and a state champion, and with few seniors to replace 
them, the young team had a rebuilding year. Several of MBA’s top 
wrestlers were injured at the beginning of the season, including state 
champion Jeff Francis as well as Max Jarrell, ranked third in the state. 
Christian Waddey, a senior who took fifth place as a sophomore, could 
not wrestle until the state tournament. Ben Bartholomew, a senior and 
state champion from the previous season, 
was injured for the season. Matthew Bellet, 
a sophomore who was a freshman city cham- 
pion the previous year, had a stress fracture 
which kept him out for the season as well. 

The Big Red started off the 
.season with the Blackhorse Invitational at 
Houston High School, Although M.B.A. 
did not place very high as a team, it had two 
first-place finishes from Mark Simpson and 
Luke Bellet. The Big Red then lost two dual 
meets to the very talented Brentwood High 
and Overton High teams. Next they traveled 
to the McCallie Invitational where Luke Bel- 
let and Daniel Todd placed fourth, and Mark 
Simpson was sixth. In the MBA duals, MBA 
experienced its first success as a team defeating Franklin Road Acad- 
emy. They followed with close losses to East Literature Magnet and 
Tullahoma, where Ben Bartholomew hurt his shoulder. MBA found 
more success, soundly defeating Hendersonville and then traveled to 
Georgia for a dual tournament at Collins Hill with some very powerful 
teams. Although the Big Red did not win a single dual meet at Col- 
lins Hill, the losses inspired improvement. A strong coaching staff 
of Frank Simpson, Jay Jenkins, Stephen Shone, Ritch Gillespie, Will 
McMurray, and Ed Tarkington saved them from further defeat, while 
Patrick Simpson, an MBA graduate and recently graduated division 


one college wrestler, also helped out before deploying to Iraq as 
an officer in the Army Infantry. In the practice room these coaches 
taught the Big Red to replace what it lacked in talent with heart and 
determination. 

MBA went to the prestigious Father Ryan Invitational 
and placed several wrestlers including a first place from Jeff Francis 
and a runner-up finish for Luke Bellet. The Big Red then encoun- 
tered an outstanding Clarksville; they outdid themselves, losing by 
a margin of six points. They then took a dip 
losing to a talented Brentwood Academy, the 
match in which Max Jarrell first entered the 
season. However, MBA rallied to defeat En- 
sworth as well as dominate Pope John Paul 
II. In the final match before state, MBA lost 
to the experienced eventual state champi- 
onship team Father Ryan, but not without 
putting up seventeen points, an unexpected 
high, on the scoreboard. MBA opened up 
the state duals losing to the eventual cham- 
pions of Baylor. The next day they defeated 
St. Benedict handily. Then the Big Red had 
a major highlight of their year coming close 
to Christian Brothers, who had nearly beaten 
Father Ryan, in an exciting match. At the 
state individuals MBA took fifth, a very good finish to an uphill 
year. In sixth place was eighth grader Daniel Bellet. Finishing 
fourth were senior Christian Waddey, junior John Floyd, and fresh- 
man Mark Simpson. In third were senior Luke Bellet and sopho- 
more Daniel Todd. Losing the finals match voted “Best Match,” 
junior Jeff Francis tooked second place. Max Jarrell closed MBA’s 
tournament clinching the state title at 171 pounds. Overall, MBA 
had an average season with several highlights, but most important- 
ly, the young team rebuilt and gained valuable experienced for the 
next season. —Luke Bellet, Class of 2008

The final five games of the 
season saw the Big Red hit emotional 
highs and lows. When MBA traveled 
to Father Ryan, the squad did not 
show up to play and were turned 
over by a strong Ryan team. Next, 
two come-from-behind wins in the 
regional tournament gave MBA a 
third-place finish and qualified them 
for the State Tournament. The victory 
over BGA in the regional tournament marked the best game of 
the year as MBA battled a full-strength opposition and came 
from a goal down to win the game* in the last fifteen minutes. 
Finally, the Big Red’s run came to an end with another defeat 
to Father Ryan in the first round of State. 

All in all, the season was good as this year’s team matched 
the performance of the team from last year by reaching the 
state tournament. Good job, men, and best of luck next year!

T he 2007 MBA Track and Field team had a successful 
season. The year began with numerous dual-meet 
victories and strong showings in Vanderbilt’s Great 8 
and McCallie’s Mid-South Invitational. 

Ultimately, team depth was the story of the 
year, propelling the Big Red to Ist-place 
finishes in The Highland Games(l/8), 

Doug Hall Relays(l/15), Hill Center 
Nashville City Championships( 1/20), 
and TSSAA D2 Region(l/8) despite few 
individual champions. 

Throughout the season, all 
MBA field events performed well. In the 
Highland Games, Ben Bartholomew took 
home the coveted broad sword signifying the games’ Big Man 
Award for his performances in the discus, caper toss, and stone 
throw. In the Doug Hall Relays, MBA set new meet records in 
the discus relay (Scott Bubis, Matt Ferrell, and Austin Locke) 
and pole vault relay (Christian Waddey, Leland Howe, and 
Baker Mulherin). The field events gave MBA a solid lead, and 
they easily cruised to a Ist-place finish out of 15. At the City, 
an early lead from field events and Tyler Ramsden ’s 1st place 
in the 3200 allowed the team to hold off any other contenders. 
In the Region, Christian Waddey tied his own school record 
of 15’1” in the pole vault, Patrick Crum won the long jump, 


and Ryan Hill finished 2nd in the 3200, each contributing to 
the 45-point lead MBA had built up heading into the running 
finals, where they squeaked by BA to win by 2 points. 

Individual point leaders for 
the year were seniors E.J. Vinsang, 
Tyler Ramsden, and Ben Bartholomew. 
E.J. Vinsang carried the team to its first 
Division II Regional Championship 
in 6 years, scoring 40 of the team’s 
198 points. He placed first in the 
triple jump, second in the decathlon, 
no highs, 300 ims, and third in the 
long jump while qualifying for the 
TSSAA State Track Meet in all of 
these events. Tyler Ramsden was the 
only individual running champion in 
the City Championships, winning both the 3200 and the 
1600 and leading the team to its third title in a row. He 
was by all accounts the premier MBA distance runner. Ben 
Bartholomew was the constant favorite throughout the 
season to win the shot put as well as a strong contributor in 
the discus. This senior leadership will be sorely missed in 
the coming years, but a strong crop of younger runners will 
fill the gaps. Overall, MBA had a successful track season, 
and the athletes made the program proud.
